Editor of the Mountaineer— ' 

lam very glad to hear of your return 
to your mountain home, and pleased to 
learn that you are about to is-ue a nows- 
paper from your new press, for the edifi- 
cation of the soyourners in the Rocky 
Mountains, E sincerely wish that your 
enterprise mny result to your temporal 
welfare, and to the intellectual advance~ 
ment of your renders. 

I cannot at present come to sea you, but 
as ovidenve of my cordial welcome, I send 
& few items for your paper, which, if not 
new, are at least reliable. Statements of 
a general nature, it my opinion, give less 
satisfaction than authenticated facts. X 
therefure devoted some time to the verifi- 
cation of what I write to you at this time. 

Yesterday, in company with Mr. A, T. 
Williams, of your city, I went up to claim 
No. 19, above the Discovery, to prospect 
a place where it was reported $5 tə the 
pan could be obtained, and where perfect- 
ly reliable parties had assured mo $5,40 
and $5,80 had been got, and where three 
pansful had ylelded $15. Tho gulch is 
widor than usual whore this claim is situ- 
ated, and the proprietors had sunk several 
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their toil. ‘They at last sunk one near the 
bank, and drifted in towards the hill, when 
they were fortunate chough to meet with 
dirt which is reported to have yielded os 
above. Mr. W. went down into the drift, 
which 1s fifteen or sixteen fect deep, and 
gota panful of dirt about ten feet fromthe 
bed rock, which yielded, as wus estimated 
by several persons, about $1. The pro- 
prietors were sewing a sluice, and getting 
ready to wash, r 

I dropped down to clum No, 1 below 
the Discovery, where one of the propio- 
tors was panning out the previous day’s 
work. hero was considerable gold in 
the pan, but I did not learn how much. 
He showed me a nugget that was found 
on his claim that morning, which weighed 
$12,90. It was very pretty, and js, I be- 
lieve, the largest yet found in this gulch. 
He showed me also a purse full of nuggets 
ranging im value from $2 to $11, all pure 
gold. The highest panful ever taken out 
of this claim wag $4,28, and all fine gold, 

There has been considerable difficulty 
experienced in the gulch by the water be- 
ing let off and on by the mineis on the 
claims above., Erom this cause their 
sluices could not be run regularly, and 
therefore they could not tell their average 
yield, but they seemed well satisfied with 
thelr claims, ; 

Next I went to the Alexander compa- 
ny’s claims, which ure 11, 12, 18 and 14, 
below the Discovery, Mr. Nelson Peto- 
mey, one of the company, manages the 
claims, and, by the way, is one of 
most civil, obliging and communicative 
gentlemen tọ be found anywhere in the 
gulch. He took us up to his cabin, where 
he showed us a pan covered onthe bottom 
with abont one-half inch of black sand, 
fine gold and nuggets mixed. Twas told 
there was probably $500 inthe pan. It was 
certainly the best looking panfal of gold 
that Lever saw. This was obtained out 
of two sluices run on Wednesday, the 
27th, from claim 14, Nelse, ashe is com- 
monly valled, offered to bot that they had 
taken out two and a half pounds that day. 
Mr. Petomey informed me they had aver- 
aged from $80 to $50 a day to the hand, 
They calculated to work out their claims 
this season 

Many miners will not tell what they are 
making, and some who do, tell in such a 
way that ono is no wiser than he was be- 
fore, Tt was i cported that there were forty 
otnees taken out ofn certain claint, an one 
day. Lnsked the question of one ofthe par- 
ties whether the statement was true; after 
somo hesitation and consultation with his 
purters, he answered in the megative, anil 
informed me that they did not wish to 
have anything published concerning how 
mach they did make, This feeling pie- 
vails ta some extent among most miners, 
and consequently causes very erroneous 
reports to circulate relating to the yield of 
gold from any claim, the amount of which 
cannot very well be told except by the 
minera who tako ìt out, Guessing at the 
value loads to many errors ant much ex- 
ageration, Many miners are doubtloss 
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making their fortunes, but few van tell how 
ast, 

On claim No, 11, in the Sacrament Dis- 
trict of the California Galch, owned by 
Grigsby & Co., I have been informeit by 
gentlemen intimate with tha owners, that 
they hud taken out nearly three pounds in 
one day, and that the dirt panned ont 
from 25 to 40 cents to the pan, 

It may he reliably stated that about two 
miles and a half of the gulch will yield 
richly. 

Many claims have changed hands at 
from $500 to $8,000. For our claim we 
have been offered $8,000, with considera- 
ble down, but refused to sell. 

There are many miners coming and go- 
ing all the time, and quite a number of 
different parties prospecting west of the 
Range, but up to this time nothing has 
been discovered of much consequence.

„When I Jett your city I promised to 
keep you posted upon matters of interest 
m this vicinity, and beg to offer this as 
the fust installment of my correspondence. 
[arrived here on Saturday last, and con- 
sequently have not had time to test the 
diggiggs in person; I preter to see for my- 
self before making any statement, although 


nearly all with whom I have convetsed | 


are in good spirits, and have great confi- 
dence in the yield of the mines here. 
There are great numbers of people here, 
men, Women and ehildign, many of whom 
ae building cabins, as if deternined to 
settle down here for the senson. 

The road over the Range is progressing, 
and it is expected will he completed in tess 
than two weeks. 

I met, on my way here, several teams an 
their return, having been unsuccessful in 
finding anything that would pay. They 
had been in the diggings all the way fram: 
two hours to two days, and had done pros- 
pecting enough to satisfy themselves that 
there was not gold enough here ta pay’ 
them to stay. There are too many such 
men come here, but from, «Ppearances, I 
judge that most such b«¥e lef for moct 
genial climes; and mose that are left are 
settling down ypt claims that they have 
bought, progpécted for, or Jumped, and 
are doing péll. The only advantage these 
stampeders ave to anybody t8, that they 
sell oat their provisions at u low figure, 
avd thus enable those who purchase to 
open their claims at a great deal lesa ex- 
pense than they otherwise could, 

The best paying gulch here, according 
to general conversation, is tho “Nigger 
Gulch,” and claims on it are in great de- 
mand. 

Your fiiend J. W. McIntyre, I learn, is 
ground-sluicing upon several claims jo thy 


Minois Gulch, with good prospects v: 
success. 


The vold which I have seen here, takei 
from these diggings, is the handsomest tha 
l have seen iu the country, much of it:

O Hewad from at Last. 

A few weeks agg a sangue young gen- 
tleman of pe: fectly harmless appearance, 
burst hhe a meteor fiom the shy, upon this 
benighted region. He arrived gust before 
midnight, in one of the Bapress coaches, 
and within the next twenty-four houts be- 
came intimately acquainted with every 
man, woman and child in the Pikea Peak 
country. That bi name was Wm. C 
Jewett, that he was a son-in-luw of Gom- 
modore Garrison, that he could, if he 
would, do tremendous things—this was 
the endless burden of his song. 

“And he would talk — ye gods how he 
would talk'™ The exhaustless play of 
his vocal drzans solved the great problem 
of perpetual motion, His tongue was 
“ next of kin?’ to that of the beaurful fe- 
male depicted by Ovid, which continued 
tu wag for a week o1 two after if had been 
cut out of the mourh, 

What his specifie mission to this tegion 
was, nobody seemetl to unieistand. His 
bearing, however, left the impression that, 
Vike the Englishman who visited New 
York, he proposed to look atit, and might 
buy tt if he liked ite That he carried the 
Congress of the Umted States in his 
breeches pocket, no 100m was left for a 
doubt. | 

He visited the mines. He was good 
enough to be pleased with them, and to 
think that this region might amount to 
something, ifanly properly represented at 
Washington. He condescended to have 
a public meeting called in Denver, and then 
and there to make aspeech' “And such 
a speech! It stands without parallel in the 
history of elocutionary efforts. ft was a 
sort of rhetoncal St Vitus’ dance; an ut~ 
terly digjomted, mesnngless, pointless, 
endless jumble of Pope’s Essay, and pop- 
ulation, Cong ess and quartz crushers, yul- 
roads and relatives, agriculture and the 
American eagle, all generously intei larded 
with Wm. C Tewett, by way ofcondiment. 
Such a distresstty diarrhoea of words and 
constipation of idèes, was never before 
witnessed west of th Sixth Principal 
Median. The audience became per- 
fectly satisfied that the speaker could talk 
more and say less than any othe: man in 
Amoc 

The question as to whether he shoyid 
be charged with a Protest ant Declaration 
of Rights to Congress; was seferred to a 
committee, with instructions to report at 
a future meeting. Whether that meeting 
ever came off, we remain to this day in 
biissful ignorance. The party most deeply 
interested, however, did not wait to see; 
but after causing his most extiaordinary 
speech to he put in print, posted off to the 
States by the next Express, not neglecting

A 
special despatch to the Herald assures us 
that be has consulted with our modest 
delegates to Congress, Mr B. D. Wib 
Hams; and Di. Geo. M. Willing, What 
a rare and happy conjunction of talent, 
good breeding and good taste, must 
have been formed at the meeting of this 
illustrious tro! And he has actualy 
“dane something?’ for the Pike’s Peak 
region. He has presented the “ Protest 
and Declarstion of Rights? Ginn odugeil 
hut not adopted, at the Denver meeting) 
to the venerable Cnes, and the venerable 
Cass has presented them to the venerable 
Buchanan. 

And here our intelligence ends, “The 
very latest”? advices fiom Washington 
give us no further news of Mi, William 
C, Jewett. But we have the utmost con- 
fidence that he will ere Jong make hinself 
heard from again; and our readers may 
restassured that we shall spare neithe 
labor nor expense to lay promptly before 
them the earhest dispatches which may 
reach us in regard to the son-in-law of 
Commodore Garrison, 
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Progress of the Railroad, 

We learn fiom the St. Joseph West that 
the work onthe St. Joseph and Marysville 
Railroad is beg rapidly pusbed forward. 
Acoiding to that journal the first section 
(extending we beheve to Troy, fifteen 
miles west ofthe river) will be open for 
business m the course of a few weeks, 

This road ‘is a direct contmuation 
westward of the Hannibal and St. Joseph 
road, which alieady extends much farther 
toward the setting sun than any other line. 
Believing as we firmly do thatit is Itkely 
to be the first railway tothe Pike's Peak 
region, we are gtatified to learn of the 
rapid progress of the work, and trust that 
before winter the cars will be running 
fiom thirty to fifty nules west of the Mis- 
$0utl 2 iver . 

The wealthy Hannibal and St. Joseph 
Company, m connection with the interests 
of Chicigo and the other cues on that 
parallel of latitude, we so amply able to 
constinet this road, continuing it up the 
Platte valley to the Gold Region, and it is 
tuo obviously for their interest to push it 
forward rapidly, in order to reap the rich 
harvest which the fir-t railway tapping 
this region is certain to obtain, that we 
jo xk fos a vigorous prosecution of the work, 

Meanwhile, if Leavenworth, Atchison, 
Kansas City, oœ Onaba can give us an 
eatlie: connection, we bid them God speed. 
Itis not the desire of the people of this 
region to build up any particular town on 
the Missoni: river at the expense of its 
nvals s but an early railway connection is 
an absolute commercial necessity, which 
they are bound to have in spite of the neg- 
lect of Congress and the Adininists tion.

A QUESTION OP Purnanturory,—Lhe Lyceum 
out at Golden City, Pike's Peak, hag been discuss- 


large consignments of gold is the fact that 

the first receipts of the merchants of the 

gold regions aie mostly used to settle their 

freight bills, which are enormous owing to 

the expensive transportation overland. 

First class freight is cairred from Bos- 

ton to St. Joseph Missoun, a distance of 
fifteen hundred miles, at the expense of 
$2,40 per hundred Ibs, Prom St. Joseph 

to Denver City, distance of 690 miles, the 

freight is more than four times the above 

amount, We know, indeed, some firms, 
in Denver City whose freight bilis range 
from eight to twelve thousand dollars. This 
amount 1s generally paid in a bulk to the 
freighting firms, who find it safe and profi- 
table to send in special messengers with 
the dust thus received. To illustrate this, 
we will citethe instance of Gen., F. J. 
Marshall, of Marysville K. T., a member 
of the freighting house of D, D. White & 

Co., of Atchison. He arrived in St. Jo- 
seph some ten days ago with 256 ounces 
of gold, a portion of his receipts on the 
goods carried out by his first fieight train. 
Mr. Marshall came in by express, but in 
order to save express charges on his gold, 
be did not take the Express Company’s 
receipt for it. On his arrivatin St. Jogeph, 
he sold his treasure to a banking house of 
that city. 

Similar cases occur with every trip of 
the Express coaches. The amount of 
gold thus brought in remayns of course un- 
known to the public at large. 

The necessity of erecting warehouses 
and stores, wherein to offer their goads for 
sale, also prevents the merchants of the 
gold country, most of whom are just es- 
tablishing themselves, from making ship- 
mentgenst. Atpresentsuch improvements 
involve a heavy outlay of money — their 
cost in the gold regions is double what it 
would be here — which is likewise met to 
a large extent, with the proceeds of their 
first sales. From the artizans who thus 
receive the dust, 1s will of course ulti- 
mately 1eturn to the traders, yet it wilt 
require time to make the circuit. 

A last, but not least reason for the lim- 
ited amount of dust thus far received, lies 
in the fact that Messrs. Clark, Gruber & 
Co., a well-known banking house of Leav- 
enworth City, are about opening an assay 
and minting office on a large scale in Den- 
ver City. They have been engaged for 
some time in buying up dust, for which 
they issue bills of exchange on the East. 
They will refine all the abtainable gold 
and run it into*slugs and bars of conveni- 
ent size, with their relative values stamped 
on them. They will thereby create a sys- 
tem of exchange somewhat similar to that 
used in the earlier days of California. 

We learn from a reliable source that the 
house in questioun has issued from twenty 
to thirty diafts on the east per week during 
the Inst month, some of which are for re- 
spectable amounts. The dust with which 
they are bought, will, of course, circulate 
in the gold regions a long while after being 
refined and coined in the above stated

Pike's Peak Gold Crop. 

We extract the following from the Fi- 
nancial Department of the St. Louis Dem- 
ocrat. The writer seems to understad the 
subject, and puts it in the right light. 


Almost daily doubts are expressed with- 
in our hearing as to the richness and ex- 
tent of the newly opened gold fields of the 
Rocky Mountains. As they are all based 
on the comparative insignificance of the 
weekly consignments of the virgin metal 
receiyed at the Missouri river and else- 
where, we will enumerate a few facts in 
the following, that will explain the appa- 
rent scantiness of the gold crop as imdica- 
ted by the shipments per express. 

In the firat place, it must be remembered 
that the mining season of 1860 was 
opened but a few weeks ago, owing to the 
unfavorable weather during April aud May; 
that on the first of the present month but 
four steam quartz mills were in operation 
in the various mines, and that it will take 
fully two more months to get all of the 144 
quartz mills in operation that have left the 
Missouri river up to the 15th inst. 

Again, it should be borne in mind, that 
nearly ali the miners, whose efforts proved 
successful last season, spent the winter in 
the East and returned inthe spring well 
provided with everything, thereby doing 
away with the necessity of spending it 
over the proceeds of their mining labors, 
The same is true ofall new comers. They 
mostly embarked with ample outfits for 
from four to six months. The natural 
aversion of the lers informed elasses (rep- 
resentatives of these compose the bulk of 
the mining community,) to parting with 
their treasures or exchanging them for 
express receipts—mere sheets of paper in 
their eyes—will certainly prevent heav 
shipments by express, uutil the dust will 
have passed from the hands of the miners 
into those of the traders,

Lotter from the Mines, 
Missouri City, July 5, 1860, 
Editor of the Mountaineer: 

The recent discoveries on the head 
waters of Arkansas River, and across the 
Range, on the head waters of the Blue 
and Yampab rivers, creates much interest 
in those whose search and diligent trial 13 
after the precious metal. On my way out 
and back from the South Park, which 
place 1 visited a few days since, I passed, 
or was passed by a strong tide of em- 
gration, which is continually pouring into 
the newly discovered mines in that loeali- 
ty. Lnieceived there the most satisfactory 
reports from the California Guich, on the: 
Arkansas River. I was informed that as 
high ns $50 per day had been taken out to 
the man, by men who had gotten really 
and thoroughly to operating upon the 
gulch. i 

The reports from the Blue were that 


weve {the nnners there were much delayed ih 
heir mining operations consequent upon 


the high waters in the streams, and that 
they were mdustriously engaged sinking 
rain ditches to thar claims, to facilitate 
the working of them.

In going to the Park, FE passed over the 
St. Vrain, Goldon City and Colorado 
wagon road, which, at a vast outlay of 
muney and labor, has heen conrpleted 
through to the Park, by the Si Vu G. C. 
& Colorado Wagon Road Co. Tmetiupon 
the road a few miles this side af the Park, 
Mr. Melntyre, the President of the gom- 
pany, who, with some thirty men em- 
ployed, was industriously engaged re- 
building a bridge which had been set on 
fie and burned down by seme unprinci- 
pled fellows who were on their way from 
that country to the States, and repaking 
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to the Arkansas or Blue } River mines, as 
it is, in distance, over ninety miles shorter 
than the old route via Pike’s Peak, The 
road is being vigorously pushed through 
from Tarryall to the Blue. There is also 
a road building from Tarryall directly 
to the Blue River mines, I was told by 
men whom I met upon the road freight- 
ing, that they found little diffcylty in 
hauling with the same team the loads they 
had brought across the plains. 

I met Messrs, Sowers & Hinckley’s Ex- 
press upon the road. They had been 
over the road with their Express wagon, 
preparatory to putting a line of stages 
upon the road between Denver and the 
new mines on the Arkansas and Blue 
rivers. 


The St. V., G. C. and Colorado road has 
two branches; the first leading iu from Mt. 
Vernon, is about seven miles in length 
It joins the former road at a point about 
seven miles from Golden City, 


I heard complaints from emigrants who 
had passed over the St. V. G. C. and Col- 
orado road by way of Mt. Vernon, They 
complained that the Mt, Vernod Company 
had charged them tolls for the entiré length 
of the road from Mt. Vernon t6 the Blue, 
and told them that no other gate was kept 
upon the road, and no further tolls would 
be exacted from them; but that upon com- 
ing within a few miles of the Park, they 
then found & road kept by the St. V., G. 
C. and Colorado Company, and they were 
obliged to pay tolls to that company. 
They said they had become satisfied that 
the tolla were due to the St. Vi, G. C. 
and Colorado Company, and that they had 
been swindled by the Mt. Vernon Com- 
pany; that they had communicated the 
facts to the Rocky Mountain News, and 
hoped others would not be taken im by 
them. The second branch leads in from 
Bradford, and is some fifteen miles iu 
length., This branch connects itself with 
the St. V., G. C. and Colorado road some 
twenty-five miles from Golden City, and 
is tolled one dollar, The St. V., G.C. 
and Colorado Company have thrown their 
road open to the traveling public, free of 
tolls, fiom this junction to Golden City. 

The distance fiom Golden City to Tai- 
ryall iy from sixty-five to seventy miles. 
The roud for the entire length is tolled 
one dollar for wagon and single team; 
additional teams twenty-five cents each, 
There are very beautiful valleys through 
which tho road passes, between Golden 
City and‘the Platte crossing 3 the grazing 
good.

Some account of our late mnfortenate 
journey to this place, now reckoned the 
richest gulch yet discovered ın the Rocky 
Mountains, may interest some of your 
readers whose fate has led them into simi- 
lar difficulties. Many of your gorrespoud- 
ents dwell with delight, in their apprecia- 
tive descriptions of the picturesque, en- 
dowed seemingly with the eye to see, and 
the mind to appreciate the. beayties that 
the Almighty Creater and Author of all 
beauty has strewn over all his works. 
Happy are they who can always see the 
silver lining that decorates every cloud; 
but alas for those whose fite itis to strug- 
gle with the stern realities of hfe, en- 
gulphed by clousls whose silver lining gel- 
dom or never appears. ‘ 

With high hearts, and full of hope, we 
started on our journey some time in the 
middle af May, with two horses, a ane 
horse cmt, and a load weghing about 
400 pounds. One of the horses we in- 
tended to ride, while the other worked in 
the cart. 

Anticipating a rapid journey to our des- 
tination, aud expechug to have the satis- 
faction of passing many teams which had 
set out days before us--alated, flushed, 
we felt ourselves big as mountains, as we 
proceeded on our way, but ere loug that 
satisfactory opinion of ourselves dwindled 
away, leaving the indelible impression 
that we were about as small as mice, 

Qn the fot night out, we, after many 
endeavors, found a camping place on the 
Platte, a few miles above Denver. After 
the meal whieh, by courtesy, is called 
supper, Was over, we prepmed a place 
upon which we night lay, not on beds, 
but our blankets. š 

Betore reting for the night, we held a 
consultation as to whether it was best to 
tie up pur horses, or let them run at large.

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The Mountain Trade, 

The paying wines of this region are 
nearly all located beyond the first range 
of mountains, whèrè it ıs inconvenient, 
not te say impracticable, to keep extensive 
stocks of goods, consequently the heaviest 
merchants, who supply the mines and 
mountain traders, must be located at points 
in the valley which are easy of access for 
the heavily loaded trains which transport 
their merchandise from the Eastern mar- 
kets. The old saying that “time is 
money,” is nowhere more applicable than 
here. When the’ miner leaves his claim 
to replenish his storehouse, if he can save 

two days’ ume in gomg to and froma 
market, it is of course so much money in 
his purse. Golden City is located exactly 
in the track of the miner coming to’ the 
valley for his supplies; and the trip van be 
made to this place and back in two days’ 
less time than to any other point; there- 
fore, this is tho best place for the merchant 
to open up his goads for the mountain 
trade. Freights from here to the moun- 
tains are a dollar less upon the hundred 
than from Denver, which is’ sufficient in- 
ducenient for the trader to purchase here, 
and he will do it, in nearly every iistance, 
if he chn have his bills filled here as low 
as at other potats. 

Buildings can be erected here cheaper 
than elsewhere, from the fact that the ma- 
terial is at our very doors. There is 
plenty of grass for stock close at hand, 
which is a grent benefit to the freighter 
and emigrant who does not wish to ranch 
his stock. 

The local trade of this point is large, 
fiom the fact that many of the people who 
are working claims, or otherwise engaged 
in the mineg, leave their families here for 
the season, mtending to return here to 
spend the winter months. 

For the above reasons, and many oth- 
ers that might be given, we say, without 
fear of contradiction, that Golden City is 
as good a place for the wholesale or retail 
merchant to locate, as any in the valley. 
Many far-seeing men selected this as the 
best point for trade, even before the town 
was laid out, or a hoase put up, and have 
hujlt commodious warehouses, which are 
now filled with goods; all of these express 
themselves fully satisfied with their selec- 
tion. People are now becoming convinced 
of the above facts, and we hear of several 
heavy capitalists who are intending to es- 
tablish themselves among us. We say, 
let them come, and they will have no cause 
to regret the step.

Emigration on the Plains. 


Mr, Joshua Shayer, an intelligent, and 
we have no doubt reliable gentleman, who 
reached here on the sixteenth of June, di- 
rect from Denver, informs us that he met, 
between Denver and Omaha, two thou- 
sand two hundred and fifty-nine wagons, 
and thirty-two quartz mills, en route for 
the farmer place. He left Denver on the 
ist inst., and was sixteen days on the road. 
This, too, was after the heavy emigration 
was nearly over. The wagons would av- 
erage, at the lowest estimate, four persons 
each, making a total of 17,086 persons on 
the road to Pike’s Peak between the dates 
given above.— Omaha Nebraskan, June 28, 


The following list were met by George 
Marshall, late stage agent, betwenn Coun- 
cil Bluffs in fourteen days travel on the 
road from Denver City to Fort Kearney. 
Mr. Marshall was coming this way, and 
the correctness of the enumeration may 
be vouched for.

They are about issuing private coin, of 
the denominations of $20, $10, $5, and 
$2,50, alloyed only by the silver, which is 
found mingled with it m its native beds. 
They have the best of facilities for assay- 
ing, and design to Have their coin of such 
fineness that it will be worth par at the 
U.S. Mint. From their fist minting, 
dming the present week, they will issue 
about $10,000; and they have facilities 
for turning out $50,000 a day, should the 
demand of the country require it. A 
specimen of their $10 pieces which we 
have seen, is exceedingly neat and tasty. 
Upon the obverse it exhibits the eagle of 
the government coin, with the words, 
“ Clark, Gruber § Co, 1860.” The re- 
verse bears a view ot Pike’s Peak, natu- 
yal as life and twice as sharp, with the 
inscription, “ Prke’s Peak Gold, Denver. 
Ten D.” The superiority of com, in 
point of convenience for currency over 
dust 1s so obvious, that it will no doubt 
at once come into general circulation. 
We are gratified that this enterptisé, so 
important to the interest of our people, is 
in the hands of honorable gentlemen who 
will do a Jegitimate business and deal lib- 
erally and justly.

The Earl brotheas,from thei well known 
claim, on the Saturday before Mr. H.’s 
arrival, took out $725 with twelve men. 

Wells, Ferguson & Co , had just opened 
thei claim, which prospects $5 to the 
pan. They employed ten or twelve men 
and took out $163 during the first three 
hours of working it 

Cheney & Fann, who had just opened 
their claim in the bank opposite No. 4, 
took out $150, in two hours, with two 
men. X 

Mr. Hinckley estimates the number of 
people ‘in the gulch, including women, 
children and loafers, at five thousand, 
Though, as in all diggings, however nich, 
there are many idlers,while on the way, 
there, ho met only three wagons of return- 
ing emigrants—a fact which indicates that 
the mines must be extremely rich. Ac- 
cording to the most moderate estimates, 
the amount of gold now being taken out 
cannot fal short of $15,000 per day. 
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Fine SnnciNENs.—Mr. Elliott, of the 
firm of Elliott & Oldham, engaged in 
trade in the California Gulch, has exhib- 
ited to us some very beautiful nuggets of 
gold, ranging in value from $5 to $10. 
They form a part of $800 taken out of a 
claim but;a Tew yards from his store, in 
one day, by six men.

A Prospecting Tour. 
Goxnen City, July 18, 1860. 
Editor of the Mountaineer :— 

Having just returned fiom a prospecting 
tour onthe Western Slope, I will give 
your leaders a short sketch of my expe- 
rience, 

J started from California Gulch on the 
42th of June, with a company of thirty- 
three men, crossing the mountains through 
the Co-che-to-pe Pass. We followed ° 
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down [one of the tnbutaries of the Rio 
Grande about one hundred mles, turning 
tothe right; and in about sixty miles struck 
Grand River about the same distance below 
the mouth of the Blue River. We pros- 
pected upon the banks of Grand River at 
this point ; found more or less gold here 
at every trial. Itis my opinion that it 
will pay. The river hege is very wide and 
rapid. We attempted to cross here for 
the purpose of going farther west, but did 
not succeed; followed up this stream to 
the mouth of the Blue. There we con- 
structed a raft, and again tried to cross, 
but failed. We then followed up the 
Blue‘to within ‘about forty miles of Blue 
River diggings, Swimming the stream 
here with our animals, we struck a Ute 
trail which we followed about fifteen miles 
to the Middle Park. There we struck 
Grand River again, and followed it, pros- 
pecting as we went, until we reached a 
point about opposite Long’s Peak. We 
remained here two weeks, prospecting up- 
on tha tributaries of Grand River, which 
grows richer as we ascend, 

We left portions of our party at dif- 
ferent points, making preparations to 
work, and with eleven men started, on the 
8th inst., to return to the valley. 

I wish to say a few words regarding the 
Middle Park. {believe this is the most 
beautiful place in these mountaihs. The 
days are cool and pleasant, and during the 
time we were there, there was no night 
that we needed more than one pair 
of blankets, Vegetation grows luxuri- 
antly. We found ‘timothy, clover, blue 
grass, wild oats, and wheat in great abun- 
dance. The wheat has more the appear- 
ance of our cultivated wheat than any I 
ever saw. 

We re-crossed the mountains at the 

"head of Vasquez River some three bhun- 
dred miles north of where we crossed be- 
low. Istart again on Monday to return 
tothe head waters of Grand River.

Letter from Mountain City. 
Mountain Crrr, July 14, 1860. 
Editor of the Mountaineer :— 

A few lines from this place may not 
bo unacceptable to your readers. 

Many quartz mills have arrived and are 
in process of erection; but few are yet 
completed and at work. I counted in Ne- 
vadą Gulch 25 steam quartz mills in pro- 
coss of erection, and{one in operation, and 
as many arastras. Gold Hill, from which 

most uf these mills expert to receive their 
quartz, is literally covered with rail-ways 
and glides, for the dehvery of it from the 
claims on the different leads. 

In Eureka Gulch there are seven mills ; 
only ona in operation, and that is the well 
known Le Fevre mill, which is running 
night and. day and doing well, although 
laboring under great difficulty on account 
of its stamps which are nearly worn away. 
New ones however, are daily expected 
hero for it. 

I have no doubt that there are at a low 
estimate 75 mills in course of erection, in 
and about this district, excluding the aras- 
tras and water mills which will number 
at least as many more. 

J think the owners of the quartz mills 
are generally falling into a mistake in 
placing the foundation of their mills so 
jow, laying themselves as they do, lable 
ta be flooded in case of freshets, which 


The Western 


was exemplified a few evenings since, ina 
shower of only an hour’s duration, wash- 
ing away many sluice boxes and rockers 
and obliging the owners of more than one 
mill tto getup and get’? in the way of 
work, to avoid being flooded. 

Mr. H, W. Colyer, who has had some 
experience inmining in California, fore- 
saw this difficulty, and in seeking ‘to avoid 
it by digging into the bank for a founda- 
tion for his mill, was so fortunate as to 
strike upon a new lead, which, judging 
from the “ prospect,” will prove as rich 
as any yet discovered. The lead is only 
twenty rods north of the famous Gregory 
lead and nearly in a hne with thecelebra- 
ted Bates lead. 

This discovery proves to my mind that 
the leads in this district are not by any 
means all discovered, despite the “sick 
pilgrims ” who after a long experience of 
twenty-four hours, turn back, asserting 
that ‘ all the leads are discovered and the 
country’s a humbug.” 

The miners on Clear Creek are doing 
well—taking out of some claims as high 
as $40 a day to the man, but of course, 
all are not doing as well. Some may think 
I haye exaggerated in this statement, but 
I know ù to be « fact. 

The miners in the various gulches in 
this vicinity, are laboring under great dis- 
advantages for want of water, which will 
be soon remedied, as the Ditch Company 
at last have their water in and will soon 
be ready to sell. Their charges are I be- 
lieve onedollar per square inch for the 
first head. 

Building is progressing rapidly here, 
althoughretarded somewhat hy the want 
of lumber. , f 

In conclusion ler me say, that after vis- 
iting all the mines from the Arkansas to 
the Boulder, [am more firtuly fixed than 
ever in my opinion that the mineral 
wealth of the country is great and inex- 
haustible; but it requires labor, time and 
capital to fully develop it, particularly as 
regards quartz mining. What we need 
now is a rail road, for bear it in mind, 
Messrs. Editors, that every article we 
use costs us ten cts. per pound, for freight 
which the miners find particularly “ hard 
on the American people.” ©. H.C.

We surrender a large amount of space 
to-day, to a detailed account of the terri- 
ble catastrophe in St. Joseph on the 6th 
inst, by which nine persons, including 
six women and children, were crushed 
and burned to death under the ruins of a 
falling building.

‘Our citizens were thrown into a panic 
yesterday morning at two o'clock, by the 
falling of Messrs. Nave, McCord & Co's 
brick store, on Third street, and in its fall 
burying two young men, Mr. H. Mitchum 
and Mr. Hudnut, in the ruins, and crush- 
mg a frame house that stood hy the side of 
it, occupied by the families of Mr. Samuel 
Harberger and Mr. L. S. Boice, completely 
burying both families, comprising eleven 
persons, in the ruins, 

To add to the horror of the scene, the 
store of N., McC. & Co, took fire, which 
rapidly spread to the goods which were 
tumbled together m a mixed state, and 
burnt with great rapidity, so much so as 
to almost prevent our citizens from rescu- 
ing the persons under the ruins, whose 
groans could be distinctly heard, but not- 
withstanding the excessive heat, they 
rushed in, regardless of danger, and suc- 
ceeded in rescuing Mr. Boice and Mr. 
Coggswell alive, but very much bruised, 
and it is feared, fatally injured, and the 
bodies of Mis, Boice, Mra. Coggswell, 
and Fanny Boice, a heautiful girl, eleven 
years of age, in a lifeless condition. 

The heat then became so great as to 
drive back every one from the frame build- 
ing, and a few gallant, spirits toiled and 
struggled to 1escue the two young men 
who were confined in the store, and it was 
only after the most herculean exertions 
and deeds of daring that they were rescu- 
ed from the devourtng element, that was 
singing and scorching their deliverers, and 
scarce a minute had elapsed after they 
were taken out before the entire building 
was enveloped in flames. Mr. Mitchum 
was serinusly injured, but Mr, Hudnut 
escaped with only a few bruises. The fire 
immediately spread to the adjoining store of 
Tootles & Fairleigh, and soon afterward 
that magnificent building was also leveled 
to the ground, ponat a portion of the 
goods were saved. essrs, Powell & Le- 
vy’s store was in grent danger, and all the 
goods were taken ont, and a portion of 
them damaged, 

Soon the news of the terrible calamit 
spread over the city and thousands wit 
pale faces, but with eager hands and noble 
hearts rushed to the rescue. Lines were 
formed to the river, and for hours the 
work of passing water was spiritedly kept 
up, and when the men were worn down 
the ladies took their places in the line for 
ashort time, for which they deserve the 
thanks of the community. Corps of men 
went regularly to work in the ruing, and 
from two o’cloek until twelve noon, labor- 
ed unceasingly and had the melancholy 
pleasure of taking out the bodies of James 
Soice, Mr. and Mrs Harberger, their two 
infant children and a servant girl. 

‘The dead bodies, nine in number, were 
taken to the Methodist Church and the la- 
dies of the city prepared them properly for 
burial and it was a solemn sight to witness 
their remains as they lay there robed for 
the grave. The fanily of Mr. Boice was 
but slightly disfigured, and they looked as 
if they were sleeping, while Mr. Harber- 
ger, his wife and two childien were so 
much bruised that it would have been 
almost impossible to recognize them. 

The fire must have originated from a lot 
of matches that ignited when the building 
fell, thus finishing the work of destruction 
which commenced so disastrously to two 
families. The buildings were four story 
brick, iron fronts, and were eretted last 
year. They were considered the finest 
stores in the city, though fears have been 
expressed that they were not substantial 
as they should be, ay one of the storey fell 
while building, 

Boice and Coggswell were taken to the 
Saunder’s House, where they are now, 
Boice hag his skull fractured, but it is 
thought he will recover, and Mr. Cogis- 
well is improving rapidly.

ing them, headed by the military and the 
various orders of the city. Business was 
closed during the afternoon, and a general 
turnout to the funeral manifested the deep 
sympathy and grief of our citizens. They 
were buried from the Methodist Church, 
the Rev. Mr, Nicholson delivering an able 
and affecting sermon upon the occasion. 
We hope it may never be our melancholy 
duty to record another such an accident.

Letter from Nevada Gulch. 

Nevapa Crry, Gregory Drecines, 

July 16th, 1860. ? 
Editor of the Mountaineer :— 

Everyching is lively in this Guich at 
present. A good many quartz mills have 
commenced running the week just passed, 
which, so far a8 I can Jearn, have met the 
expéctations of their several owners. 
Gates’ mills preponderate in number here, 
but there are some excellent crushers from 
other manufactories, Mr.. Gamble’s mill, 
made by himself in Ohio, is the most per- 
fect machine I have anywhere seen in the 
mountains, and I believe will save every 
particle of gold that can be saved. It de- 
serves a visit from every one coming to 
the mountains, for interest or information. 

The quartz miner’s are all busy in this 
district, and those who own patch diggings 
commenced operations last week, the wa- 
ter having just got in through the Consoli- 
dated Ditch. 

On Friday night Judge H. P. A. Smith 
and Col. Johnson, were announced to 


Squire Morton’s store, here ; and accord- 
ingly at the appointed hour Judge Smith 
commenced his harangue to the miners. 
The substance of the learned gontleman’s 
discourse was that there was nothing like 
the good old Democratic party, and no- 
body on earth like Stephen A. Douglas — 
a man who like the Saviour of old could 
stretch his hands over the troubled waters 
of politics, and say unto them, “Peace, be 
still.” After indulging in a sufficiency of 
flattering eulogies on the Little Giant, the 
Judge pitched into the great Rail Splitter, 
laying him out generally; after which 
Breckenridge had to suffer his share— the 
whole performance being wound up by a 
resolution being offered by the Judge, et- 
dorsing the Baltimore nomination of 
Stephen A. Douglas, which was lost by 
quite a large majority. 

Just at that moment some one in the 
crowd shouted out for three cheers for Abe 
Lincoln, and then Nevada Gulch rung 
with enthusiastic plaudits for the old Rail 
Splitter. After that “sockdologer” the 
meeting quietly dispersed, well satisfied 
that this attempt te introduce the wrang- 
ling disputes of politics into our district, 
where Democrats and Republicans now 
live at peace together, had proved a con- 
temptible farce and a total failure. 

Although I am a Democrat I want no 
such displays near me as that of last Fri- 
day night. I deprecate the introduction 


¢| of politics here where none of us can vote 


on either side — where we are shut out 
from all the privileges of citizenship of the 
United States. I hope that until we are a 
State in the Union, we will be exempt from 
the flerce but fruitless contentions of po- 
itical life, of which, God knows, I saw 
enough before I left Illinois. 

On Saturday Jast we had an election 
here for Judge of the Miner’s Court, or, 
more properly, Justice of the Peace for 
Nevada District. The election passed off 


Lt | very quietly. There were 800 votes cast,

speak upou national politics, ın front of 


though many miners did not leave their 
work to vote. Mr, Jones and Col. Gest 
were the two principal candidates; the 
election resulting in the choice of the for- 
mer by a respectable vote. Mr. Jones is 
au old settler, a practical miner, and a good 
mau,—in every way qualified for the 
office to which he has been eletted. 

On the same day was held a special mi- 
Ner’s meeting, at which several resolutions 
were passed, censuring all attempts to cut 
down, or take away the known claims and 
rights of miners, declaring all such at- 
tempts as incendiary and revolutionary, 
and depriving the offender of all social 
rights in the district. This is a severe 
remedy for the evil of jumping claims, 
which has severely afflicted the miners of 
Nerada; but it 1s generally approved. 

Two weeks ago an attempt was made 
in the regular meeting of the miners of 
this district, to cut down the size of claims 
from 100 by 50 to 100 by 20, which may 
now bė considered as having received its 
final quietus,—and the excitement which 
the movement engendered is rapidly pas- 
siung away. 

We ure now having the rainy season, 
otherwise the weather is good and healthy.

Letter from California Gulch. 
CALIFORNIA GULCH, 
July 16, 1860. ? 
Editor of the Mountaineer:— 

Thinking a few items might be of in- 
terest to your readers, | have taken some 
pains to obtain rehable news, and send 
them to you for publication — if you think 
them worthy a place in your columns. 

On the Discovery claim, and in that 
Vicinity the miners are striking big heks. 
In Mr. Courier’s claim (No. 1, above the 
Discovery), they took out over $500 on the 
lith mst. On No. 19, above, after dig- 
ging across the gulch, they struck the bank 
avid from two pansfull of dirt took out 
eleven dallars, 

On Broomfield & Co’s claim, No. 42, 
above, (the highest in the gulch, and some 
six miles from jts mouth) they find twenty- 
five cents to the pan, Half of No. 35, 
above, -was sold on the 12th for $1,500 
On No. 14, helow, they have two toms 
running, which average each $300 a day. 
On the upper half of No. 28, below, with 
six hands, Whittemore & Co. are taking 
out $140 per day. On the lower half, J. 
G. Hendrickson & Co. are taking out from 
$25 to $40 per day. Mr. Dougherty, on 
48, below, with five hands, is taking out 
$75 per day. 

White's Gulch is turning out richly. 
Very few claims have been opened; but 
Dickson and Company's prospects 80 cents 
to the paa, and several others 75 cents to 
the pan. 

On many claims in the California Gulch 
they are drifting, the pay streaks lying too 
deep for stripping. As a general thing 
the miners are doing well, but there are 
many who have not struck paying diggings 
at all; but are working away in the hope 
that fortune will soon smile upon them. 
The most of the patch claims are paying 


richly ; but the miners upon somé of them 
are oot making grub. 

Immigrants are commg in daily. A 
great many miners have gone over the 
Range prospecting. We have’ reports of 
very rich discoveries south-west, but no 
particulars, They are continually stam- 
peding over the Range, Last night fonty 
or fifty left about midnight, very, quietly, 
A large Post-office is being erected by 
Sowers & Co., of the Southern Stage

Letter from the Biue. 
BRECKENRIDGE, ¢ 


July 17, 1860. 
Editor of the Mountaineer :— 

Since I wrote you last I have spent con- 
siderable time in prospecting, and am 
fully convinced that this region of coun- 
try is rich in gold, and am‘welt satisfied to 
settle-down to a regular business of mining. 
There are a great many rich guiches here, 
upon the Blue and its tributaries, several 
of them, I think, as rich as the celebrated 
California Gulch, and most of them much 
more easily worked, as the strippings are 
not near as heavy, as a genera) thing- 
Among the best guiches that I have visited 
are the Gold Run, the Nigger, Georgia and 
Humbug gulehes, ‘These are all swarm- 
ing with miners, many of them with their 
families, and are generally doing well now, 
although work has been very much delay- 
ed by the high stage of the water. 

I have some finespevimens of wire gold, 
part of which I obtained prospecting. Out 
of five pans of dirt, taken from as many 
different claims in the Humbug Gulch, I 
saved $1,86, mostly wire gold. This -is 
as handsome gold as [ have seen} very 
bright aud free from quartz. There are 
many other guiches in this region that are 
extiemely rich, but I have paid particular 
attention to none except those mentioned 
above. The Georgia Gulch is much talk- 
ed of, and I have no doubt is very rich. 
Tt is a tributary of Swan River. Claims 
are paying from four to twenty ounces to 
the tom per day upon this gulch. 

A friend of mine returned last evening 
from a prospecting tour upon Eagle River 
and its tributaries, which is in a southerly 
direction from here. He reports very fa- 
vorably of them, He says he prospected 
all the streams for fifty miles and found 
gold upon all of them, In some places he 
is sanguine of finding very rich mines 
He starts again to-morrow with his com- 
pany to putin sluices upon some elame 
he discovered. 


We have a tri-weekly line of stages 
from the valley, which has been establish- 


ed by Sowers & Co. This will bea great - 


convenience to the miners here, as we 
have heretofore experienced much difi- 
culty for want of a regular communica- 
tion.

Recent advices state that the wheat 
crop of New Mexico—from which the 
Pike’s Peak region must ultimately receive 
its chief supplies of flour-—is almost a 
failure this year, 

The corn crop of Kansas, Nebraska 
and Southern Iowa, in which our people 
are directly interested, will also be ex- 
tremely light, on account of the protract- 
ed drouth. j 

The special reporter of the N. Y. Her- 
ald, writes as follows: 

Never since the West was first settled 
was there so fair a prospect of a bountiful 
harvest as there is this year. The weath- 
er this spring was very open, and the far- 
mers throughout the west were enabled. to 
put in more coin than usual, and a very 
large breadth of spring wheat. North of 
the fortieth parallel these crops look un- 
commonly well. Another fortnight or 
three weeks of favorable weather, with- 
out rust or fly, and the farmers in Iowa, 
Wisconsin, Northern Illinois, Michigan

pearance, but the amount of land planted 
isimmense. ‘The grass crop of Illinois is 
short, and that af Ohio, Indiana, Iowa, 
&c,, will also be below an average. 

South of the fortieth parallel! of latitude 
the prospect is not so cheering.

to 40 deg. north latitude, and from the 
western boundary of Kansas to Virginia, 
a fatal drought prevailed all spring, Neith- 
er Kansas nor Missouri will yield any 
wheat this year, and probably but little 
corn, Missouri will pioduce but little 
hemp ; in parts of Southern Illinois, where 
the wheat harvest 1s in progiess, the yield 
will not generally exceed 6a7 bushels to 
the acre; m Tennessee and Kentucky, al- 
so in Alabama and other parts of the 
South, the crop will also he light, both of 
wheat and corn; but thecrop cannot be 
an average. The country must rely this 
year upon the Noithern States of the West 
and unless some unforseen accident occurs 
that reliance will prove wel! founded.

GORDON SHOOTS A BAR-KEEPER. 

For several weeks past, James A, Gor- 
don, the owner of Cibola Hall, in West 
Denver, has munfested the utmost rech- 
Jesness inthe use of fire-aims, and when 
under the mfluence of liquor has deported 
himself hke a madmen. On Tuesday 
night, ina house of ill-fame, he shot Jas. 
O°’ Niel, the hurkeeper, during a drunken 
row. Four balls entered the hip and leg 
of O'Nuil, the leg beng broken in two 
places. T'he wounded min sult lives, and 
there is some probability of his recovery 
GORDON MURDERS AN UNOFFENDING 

MAN, 

Nò measures were taken for Gordon’s 
arrest, the quiet and repotable citizens 
generally feeling but litle imterest im the 
affiir, on account of the locality where it 
oceutred. But at midaight, on Sanday 
night, in the Louwnnia Saloon, on Blake 
street, Gordon suddenly attacked an un- 
armed, qu'et and offensive man hy the 
name of John Gantz — originally from 
Lock port, N. Y., but recently from Leav- 
enworth —seiziny him by the hair, knock- 
ing hom down, kicking hin, and in spite 
of bis piteous cries for mercy, finally 
shooting hin. The ball entered the top 
of the head, passing through the brain, 
and Gantz expired almost instantly. 

EXCITEMENr— PUBLIC MEEIING. 


As soon as the atrocious mutder became 
known on Sunday morning, mtense exvite- 
ment prevatled, aid the universal feelinz 
was that puòhe safety demanded the sum- 
mary apprehension and punishment of 
Gordon. A mass meating was held in the 
open air, on the cornar of Blake and G 
streets; money was subscribed toward 
defraying the necessa y expe tses, and A. 
J. Snider and Charles Harrison were ap- 
pointed officers ty call im whatever assis- 
tance night be necessary, and seud our 
men on allthe roads leading from Denver, 
with instructions ty bring in Gordon, dead 
or ative. 

PURSUIT OF THE MURDERER. 

Parties of from five to twelve men each 
started ot all the thoroughfares in pursuit 
of the murderer. The company that went 
down the Platte road halted at a ranch 
kept hy Gordons father, about four m les 
below the city. Mi. Gordon stated thir 
his son left there at four, A. M., for the 
States, taking the best horse on the ranch, 
Fron there the men kept down the river, 
determined to find some trace of the erim- 
inal and seeure him. 

ONE HORSH THIEF CAPTURED — ANOTH- 

‘ ER DROWNED. 

Eight miles below Gordyn’s ranch, they 
saw three men upon mules, near the shore 
of the Platte, on a point of land extending 
into the river, Approaching them to ax 
certain if thay hal sean Gordan, the men 
fled toward the stream as if anxious to es- 
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cape from sight, ‘This movement caused 
the posse to suspect that all was not right, 
and putting spurs to their animala, they 

reached the river just as two of the men 

plunged into it. Thelthird remaining on 

the bank, was captdred without resistance. 

One of the fugitives crossed the river and 

escaped, but the other was drowned im the 

swift current. ‘Che pursuing party then 

returned to this erty, binging their prisoner 
and the three mules ridden by himself aud 

his comrades. On Sunday morning we 

visited the captured man, who was kept in 

tharge of Mr. A, J. Siider, from Platte 

County, Missouri, the effisient leader of 
the pursuing force, and received from him 

substantially the following statement: 


CONFESSION OF THE HORSE THIEF, 


“My name is Samuel K. Dunn; am 28 
years of age, and have a wile and one 
child m Champaign County, IN., where | 
reside. [came to this country this sprig, 
starting from Council Bluffs with Pegfam 
& Warner's train, which [left a few nules 
beyond Fr. Kearney, in consequente of 
the wagon-master abusing a fiend of 
mite, We walked about a week, when | 
found some meu who let me ride with 
them the most ofthe wav here. F went 
tothe mountains to mine, but could not 
make anything at it and concluded to go to 
the States, but had no money. 

“ Had mide the acqummtance of Jesse 
Ogden, a guubler, ant Frank Mulligan, 
both fiom Wisconsin, wlio also wanted to 
go home. They sud they would find a 
mule for me to ride to the river, and we 
had fixed the time to start, We came 
down to Pleasant Valley about H1 o’elock 
atuisht, and [stopped under a large tree 
while Og len and Mulligan went-out, In 
a few minutes Osden came back leading 
two andes — he gave me ane aud kept the 
other, and short'y after Mulligan led up 
another, and we started for the States, 
We had stopped to rest pur mules, which 
we had driven pretty bard, when we saw 
the men coming toward us. We thought 
they weie after ug, and the on'y way we 
had to get off was to swim the river. Or- 
den nad Mulhgan jumped in to go to the 
other side; — Mulligan went under before 
he had gone far, but Ozden who was a 
good swimmer got safe across, My het 
was in my mouth so that I oeould hardly 
move —I never was so frightened before 
mmy life. Tt was the first time I ever 
hd anything of the kind. I duf not dy 
the stealing this time, but I knew that the 
others were going to steal the mules, and 
that the one [ rode was stolen, Did not 
kyaw who owned any of them 1 bad 
never seen them before, but (think Ouden 
nid Mulligan had, Inm very sorry for 
what FE have done, and want the people 
to do with me as they think best.” 

Two of the mules were identified ly H. 
EB, Glazerof Pleasant Valley. ‘The thin 
has not been Claimed yet, but Mr. G. says 
tis owned by another resident of the 
same place. 


GORDON IS OVERTAKEN AND SUR- 
ROUNDED. 

Late an Saturday night, one of the pnr- 
saing pirties found Gordon nt n raneh, 
twenty-five miles below Denver, Several 
of his frlends were with him, and from 
his well-known desperation— now more 
reckless than ever— the pursuers did nat 
deem their company sufficiently strong to 
rapture him, and sent a messenger back to 
Denver for reinforcements. Meanwhile

they surrounded the ranch and stood 
guard, 


HE MAKES HIS ESCAPE. 

As soon asthe intelligence reacheil Den- 
ver, forty or filty persons on horseback 
aud in wagons, started for the scene of 
the excitement. They arrived too tate, 
however, for just about daylight on Sim- 
day morning, Gordon, mounted on n swift 
horse, rode outof the ranch and dashed by 
the guard, swinging his revolver around 
his head aud shouting, “Shoot you d—d 
scoundrels,” struck off upon the prairie, 
Several shots were fired after him, one of 
which was believed to take effeet upon 
himself, and the other upon his horse. 
He succeeded, however, in making his 
escape for the time being. 

FURTHER PURSUIT—GORDON WOUNDED 
AND HIS HORSE AND COAT TAKEN, 
Three of the guards—the only ones 

who bad horses —unmediately followed 

the criminal, At Box Elder Creek, twelve 
miles from the ranch, one of them Mr. 

Bibcork, whose hose had left all the 

others behiad, carae so near him that he 

shot him, wounding bath Gordon and his 
horse. Gordon immetntely abandoned 
the annmil, leaving his coat im the saddle, 
and gomg on on foot concealed himself in 
the umber, Bibeock and the other offi- 
cers returned to Denver with the horse 
and coat of Gordon arriving in a nearly 
famished condition, having eiten nothing 
sinte Sumday morniage Dr. Kennedy 
and A. J. Wilhams were also brought up 
hy the purty, on the charge of having 
aided Gordon to ese pe, ond placed under 
guard, The funeral of Gautz was attend- 
ed on Sunday, and his remains followed to 
the cemetery, by n large number of people. 

After bemg kept in custody over night, 
Messrs. Wiliams and Kennedy were 
honorably discharged on Monday moru- 
ing, no evidence appearing ngainst them, 


Some twenty men are stl ju pursuit of 


Gordon; but so much time has pissed 

that there is much reason to fear he will 

not he captured, 

ANOTHER HOMECIDE! DEATH OF MELL 
HADLEY. 

On Sunday night about 10 o’clock, a 
fatal accident, from the careless handling 
of fire-arm-, oeemed in a salvon opposite 
the Hemenway House, Denver City, kep 
by a man named -Cainnon, from Fort Des 
Moines, lowit Mell Hadley an auction- 
eer and borse dealer on Blake street, was 
in front of the bzu of the saloon convets« 
ing jocalarly with the bar tender, William 
Bates. Bates had in his band a large 
homme-pistol loaded with fourteen buck 
shot. Hadley had filled his pipe and hold- 
ing it our to Bates said “ Let me light this 
at your fave.” 

Bates presente! the pistol and in the 
same jesting manner asked € How do you 
hke the looks of that?” 

As he uttered the list word of the sen- 
tence the load exploded, the whole charge 
entering the left breast of Hailey, making 
a terrible wound more than two inches mn 
diameter, He staggered and fell to the 
floor from which he never rose alive. ‘The 
only words he attered were: 

“Oo my Godt Pinshot. [in a dead 
nian. Sead all I bave to my wife.” 

About ten minutes after the occurrence 
we emered tho room where the dying 
man Tay. Friends were standing around, 
and a physician bent over him probing 
the fatal wound, The countenaice of 
Hadley was ashy pale, his eyes hardly 


moved i their sockets, glaze, already 
asin death; while fiom his breast flowed 
a dark current, fast carrying with it the 
fife of the unfortunate man. Near by 
was Bates whore hand held the fatal 
weapon, his face indicating intense re- 
morse; and giving vest to bis feelings by 
groans and tears. 

As usual, in such enses, the peopls 
rushed in, crowding the aloor-way and 
passages, and depriving the dying man of 
the only relief which could be extended to 
him — pure mr, 

Hadley was from Gale-burg, Ilinois, 
where he leaves p finnity. He was fore 
merty in Cilifornia. He was to be seen 
every morning, in this c'ty, employed ag 
an acyuoneer tn front af the Hemenway 
House, aad bis shill voice was well 
known to the habitues of Blake street. 

Bates is from Chicago, aud was an in 
termate friend of the deceased, He n 
sud to hea quiet and aninble young man 
but this terrible tragedy we trust will bea 
warming te hin and te the thousands of 
others in our midst who are guilty of sim 
ilar carelesness, that foo much caution can. 
nat be exercised an handling firearms, and 
that the man who points a gun or pista 
needlessly toward another, whether he supposes 
it to be loaded or no’, does an act of inexeusa- 
ble folly and wickedness. 

VIGILANCE COMMITTEE ORGANIZED ~ 
THE HORSE THIEF PUNISHED. 

A Vigilence Committee has been or 
ganized, with the #bnost universal con 
currence of the public, to promptly secure, 
examine and punisk offenders. ‘The names 
of some sixty members me atrendy en 
rolled upon aits hsr. fts firs! publie session 
was hektimthe ball over Grahain’~ Drug 
Store, on Tuesday morning. Thomas 
Pollock, B-qy acted as Marshall, and Mr, 
Wallnglosd was elected Judge. A jury 
was empannelled, nnd Dunu was tried for 
stealing. The evidence corresponded 
with hrs confession, given above, He was 
found goilty; and on acconnt ef his frank 
confession, and physivnk weakness, sen- 
tenced only to receive twenty-five lashes 
on his baire beck, nudto leavetown within 
the followmg twenty-four hours. The 
whipping was adimusistered on ‘Tuesday 
evening. He fell neatly senseless on tee 
ceiving the seventeenth lash, aad the re- 
mainder of the punishment was rendtted, 
He left for the States yesterday, on Pegram 
and Warnec'a train 

EXAMINATION CF BATES. 


In consequence of reports that the 
shooting of Hadley was not areidental, 
Bites was examimed befine the Vigilance 
Committee on Tuesday af ernoon. The 
testimony was in aeeordance with ths 
acedimet given above, and removed the 
suspicion of intended crime, The jury 
returned a verdict of “No tauilty, but cen 
surable for the careless use of fire-arms" 
- The remains of [Hadley were interred 
on Monday. 

Sruk, the Mexican nerro who was sha 
by Harrison in Cibola Hall a few dayi 
since, died on Fridny, from the effects of 
his wounds, 
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Way 1s In ?— During the mass meet 
ing hel! on Saturday morning to take 
measures for the apprehension of Gordon 
Schlegel, the officer who hml charge of 
the murderer of Hadley, at the rime of bis 
escape, made himself very proniinent 
standing beside the speakera, taking the 
money asit was handed in, etc., to tht 
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great disgust of the people. A resolution 
was at last introduced and adopted unani- 
mously, that the people would hive noth- 
ing whatever to do with pursuing Gordon, 
jfany of the officers who had charge of 
Hadley at the time of his escape, were 
ermitted m any manner to participate in 
theaffair, As the resolution was aimed 
directly at Schlegel, he disappeared fora 
time; but on Sunday evenmg he was 
agun a4 prominent as ever, acting As 
guard over the prisoners who had been 
brought to town, and putting himself 
forward wish the utmost effronttery, Why 
ig this petmited? Who is responsible 
for it? If Schlegel continues to thrust 
himegelf upon onr ertizens, while the impu- 
tations of b iberry in connection with the 
Hadley afai, are stil unexplained and 
umemoved, he will fisd that he is the 
wrong m min the wrong place, He should 
be made to feel, anii that very speedily, 
that he is not wanted ım this community. 


Tue Larest Gono Excrrevent.—On 
Monday afternoon, Last Tiie, Esya an 
old Cahfirauun diseavered gold in West 
Denver, on Cherry Creek “bottoms”? and 
ina short ume a Luge portion of that 
division of Denver was staked off into 
mining chtiuis. We me told that one pan 
of dirt prospected twenty-five cents, and 
another forty cents. The excitement, we 
apprehend, will not be very long-lived.
